After 
introductions, Don inquired if everyone read the minutes from the July meeting, and asked for any 
changes, additions, or corrections. Hearing none, he asked for a motion to approve the minutes. Ed 
(KOWAY) made a motion to approve and it was seconded by Cliff (KOCA). The motion carried. 
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Treasurer’s Report: 
Larry (WB2UFO) reported last month’s ending balance was $1,492.20, and this month’s ending 


balance was $1,345.43. The CD balance was $1,320.65 making the total assets $2706.08. A motion 
to accept the Treasurer’s report was made by Cliff (KOCA) and seconded by Ed (K9WAY). The 
motion carried. 

Repeaters: 

Don (KDOHHN) reported that both repeaters seem to be operating with no problems. Don also stated 
the Larry (WB2UFO) reported that 2 new repeaters were on line in the area. Pittsfield has a new 2 
meter repeater on 145.430, and operates on tone 103.5. Quincy has a new 70cm repeater on 443.9 
also using a tone of 103.5. 


Unfinished Business: 

After recent discussion about moving our Field Day location for next year, Don contacted Shane

5E, MOROCCO. Members of ARRAM (Association Royale des Radio Amateur du 
Maroc) are now active from Rabat and using the special event callsign 
5E2E until September 30th. Activity is on the HF bands using CW and SSB. QSL via EB7DX. 


5H, TANZANIA (Update). Chas, NK8O/VESISD, will be active from Zinga, 

Tanzania, between September 4-28th. His callsign is 5H3DX and activity will be from the pediatric hospital at 
Zinga. Power output will be the legal limit for Tanzania at 100w and the antenna will be a Hexbeam for 20-6 
meters. Operations will be primarily CW using his KX3 with a KXPA100 amp. QSL via EA7FTR, LoTW and 
eQsL. 


5H, TANZANIA. Maurizio, IK2GZU, will once again return to the "Mission 
llembula" to do some work at the new hospital and orphanage between 
September 13th and October 18th. He plans to be active during his spare 
time as 5H3MB on the HF bands. Maurizio will use his FT-100 and the 
mission's TS-850 into a tri-band 3 element beam (20/15/10m) fixed on 
Europe and a vertical or dipole for the other bands. QSL via IK2GZU, 
direct or by the Bureau.

He will be on the air during his spare time 
as CP1XRM using a barefoot solar powered HF station. QSL card via his 
home callsign EASRM.
